WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — The 
Senate passed the. Glass banking 
reform bill last night by a vote of 
54 to 9. 

The bill now goes to the House, 


where the Banking Committee will 
consider it. But its chairman 
Steagall of Alabama —said today 
he was not as hopeful as some” 
for action at this session. Speaker 
Garner had just conferred with 
him. Both declined to discuss the 
meeting, but rumor was that the 
Democratic leadership may seek to 
force House action on the bill, if 
the Banking Committee does not act 
within a reasonable time. Some of 
the Banking Committee have voiced 
opposition to the branch banking 
feature of the Glass bill. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
squelched the opposition to the bill 
in the Senate by circulating a sec- 
ond petition to invoke the cloture 
tule limiting debate. : 

Thirty-seven Senators, including 
dozen or more Republicans and 
five Senators who opposed cloture 
last week, signed the petition for 
cloture in less than an hour and it 
was evident the required two-thirds 


to adopt it was available.

Two Important Amendments 

The measure calls for more than 
25 changes in the national banking 
and Federal reserve acts designed 
to check bank failures, to assist de- 
Positors of closed banks and to 
stop the flow of Federal rve 
credit to speculative channels. 

Before passage two important 
amendments were adopted. One, 
by Stelwer (Rep.), Oregon, would 
give the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency power to reopen banks on pe- 
tion of depositors representing 85 
per cent of the deposits. 

The other, by Gore (Dem.), Okba- 
homa, would make it a misdemean- 
or for any executive officer of a 
reserve member bank or his rela- 
tives to borrow from that bank.

APPARENT WINNER 


AR ELECTION 


16 for Cosgrove Backers 
in Districts So Far Decid- 
ed. 
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| FIANNA FAIL SHOWS 
GAINS EVERYWHERE, 


President May Be Assured of 
Re-election Without the 
Votes of the Independent 
Groups. 


By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Jan. 
26.—Incomplete returns indicated 
today that President Eamon de Va- 
lera's party, the Fianna Fall, won 
a decisive victory in Tuesday's 
election of a new Dail Eireann. 


He may be assured ct election 
to the presidency without needing 
the votes of any other parties. The 
Fianna Fail—the party which has 
fought for complete independence 
of Ireland—has never had a clear 
majority in the Dail in the 10-year 
history of the Free State. 

The Dail elected De Valera Pres- 
ident for the first time last March 
9 as the result of a Fianna-Fail- 
Labor party combine. 

At 5 p. m. today, as the count 
of the vote proceeded, President 
de Valera’s party had 33 seats in 
the new Dail, former President Cog- 
grave’s opposition 16, the Indepen- 
dent Party 6, the Center Party 3, 
and the Labor Party 2. 

President de Valera, thus had a 
majority of six seats over all other 
parties combined. Counting the La- 
bor members as his allies, he had 
10 more than the combined oppo- 
sition. There are 153 seats in all. 

Last February's election of the 
seventh Dail returned 72 of the 
Fianna Fail, 57 of Cosgrave's party, 
and seven Labor, four Farmer and 
13 independent members. De Va- 
lera was elected President ‘three 
weeks later, 81 to 68. ö 

The early returns indicate a 
bigger. Fianna Fail plurality. De 
Valera hoped for a clear majority 
when he called the election more 
than three weeks ago. 

The Fianna Fail, however, was 
strengthening its position in al) 
districts and a slump in the Cos- 
grave strength was indicated. His 
party has been satisfied with the 
Free State organization as an in- 
tegral part of the British Empire 
and campaigned for liquidation of 
the present tariff war between En- 
gland and the Free State. 

De Valera increased his personal 
vote in Clare County more than 50 
per cent. Cosgrave lost many votes 
in his constituency, Cork. Vice- 
President Sean O’Kelley doubled 
his poll in Dublin and other Fianna 


Fall Ministers, Sean Lemass and 8. 


Macenee notably recorded remark- 
able increases. O’Kelley’s vote 
topped that of Lord Mayor Alfred 
Byrne, independent, who long has 
set the pace in Dublin. 

Only two women thus far have 
been assured of seats. Mrs. H. 
Concannon, of the Fianna Fail, was 
seated, and Mrs. Redmond, of the 
famous Waterford family, won in 
that city. She is a Cosgrave sup- 
porter. 

Gen. Sean McKeon, known as the 
blacksmith of Ballinalee, one of 
the most romantic figures in the 
troubles of the early twenties, was 
returned to the Dail as a Cosgrave 
party member for Longford and 
Westmeath. ' 

„Ernest Blythe, former Minister 
of Posts and Telegraphs under Cos- 
grave, was defeated in Monashan. 
This was the most severe blow Cos- 
grave's cause had yet sustained.

BANKING LEADERS’ 
HOLDINGS TRACED 


Witness Says Eight Men 
Control 3741 Firms — 
Cites Wage Cuts and Lay 
Offs Caused by Them.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—4 Sen- 
ate inquiry into charges that New 
York bankers have acquired a 
“strangle hold on American indus- 
try through directorates on thou- 
sands of corporations” was urged 
today by Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska, chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

The charges were made before 
the committee by John P. Frey, 


secretary-treasurer of the metal 


trades department of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Norris termed the conditions set 
forth by Frey as “intolerable in a 
free country.” 

Appearing in support of the Black 
bill for a compulsory 30-hour week 
in industry, Frey surprised the 
committee members by outlining 
the results of a:nine-month investi- 
gation of banker-control over. 
American industry. 

Singied Out 16 Bankers. 

‘Tt first singled out 16 large New 
York private bankers, including J.. 
P. Morgan & Co., and Kuhn, Loeb 
&.Co.,” he stated, “and I took each 
one of the partners of these bank- 
ers and traced his other corporation 
affiliations. 

“T found that these partners held 
71 directorships in other banks, in- 
cluding the largest in New York

utilities, insurance firms, . 
tation agencies and manufacturing 
establishments.” 

Then Frey told how he traced 
the corporation directorships held 
by each member of the board of di- 
rectors of the eight leading com- 
mercial banks of New York City. 

Linked With 3741 Businesses, 
“I found that these directors of 
the eight banks held memberships 
on the boards of 3741 banks, utility 
companies, transportation and man- 
ufacturing establishments and other 
agencies.” P 4 

Frey asserted that seven part- 
ners of seven prominent private 
banking firms in New York City 
are members of the board of the 
Chase National Bank. 

Through their web of interlocking 
directorates and corporate conneéc- 
tions, Frey charged, the New York 
bankers have reduced American in- 
dustry to a condition bordering on 
servitude. 

Control of Employers. 

“The bankers’ control of credit 
now makes it impossible for em- 
ployers to do what they can to im- 
prove conditions,” the witness said. 

Frey charged that in several in- 
stances large bankers had coerced 
employers into reducing wages and 
laying off employes, where employ- 
ers owed money to the bank. 

“This evidence presents a ques- 
tion and shows a condition which 
is intolerable in a free country,” 
Norris declared. “It should be in- 
vestigated thoroughly, either by this 
committee or by some other com- 
mittee.” ° 

Frey agreed to appear tomorrow 
with a detailed list showing each 
of thescorporate connections of the 
New York banking group included 
in his study. 

“This evidence by all means ought 
to be made public,” Norris declared.

National had been associated with 
Kuhn, Loeb in Delaware & Hud- 
son financing from time to time, 
and that the late George F. Baker 
had expressed admiration for Lor- 
ee’s financial acumen. 

Loree’s Conflicts With Rivals. 

Loree’s efforts to build a short 
cut across Pennsylvania also 
brought him into conflict with Cen- 
tral and ‘Pennsylvania Railroad. 

It was in the blocking of Loree’s 
effort to form a new trunkline sys- 
tem on the basis of Wabash, Le- 
high Valley and Delaware & Hud- 
son, that the New York Central, 
Pennsylvania and other trunklines 
provided him and the Delaware & 
Hudson with the funds which have 
now made him an important factor 
in Central. In 1928, he sold Dela- 
ware's interest in Lehigh and Wa- 
bash to Pennsylvania for $63,000,- 
000 in cash, which represented a 
profit of $23,000,000. 

Loree also has been frequently at 
loggerheads with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. One of his 
more recent projects was an effort 
to merge the Kansas City Southern, 
the St. Louis Southwestern, and the 
Missouri-Kansas -Texas, but the 
commission objected. He still heads 
the Kansas City Southern. 

The commission refused to grant 
permission for his Pennsylvania 
short line. 

Loree will be 75 years old this 
year. He was born in Fulton City, 
Inn., and graduated from Rutgers 
College. He entered the employ of 
the Pennsylvania as an assistant 
engineer in surveying work, and 
later became a vice president of 
that road. Later he was president 
of the Baltimore & Ohio.

Scott, Kan., With Warrant 
for Suspect. 


Armed with a murder warrant, | [F. 5 ’ 


Assistant Chief of Police Calvin 
White and Capt. Patrick Kirk of 
the Soulard District, were on their 
way to Fort Scott, Kan., today in 
an effort to bring back Clarence 
L. Billman, known here as Willard 
L. Barnes, and sought for more 
than a year in the killing of Henry 
E. Muehlenbeck, grocer, on Feb. 
5, 1930. 

Muehlenbeck, who  frequenN7 
prayed for his customers, was shot 
and killed in his grocery at 701 
South Broadway, by one of three 
holdup men after he had knelt in 
prayer for them. He was shot 
when he failed to obey the robbers’ 


command to put up his hands and 


started toward the back of the 
store. Two customers saw the 
shooting. 

In their investigation, White and 
Kirk learned through a guard in 
the Missouri State Penitentiary 
that two convicts there “were talk- 
ing about a St. Louis murder.” 
They went to Jefferson City with 
Chief Gerk and interviewed the 
two convicts. 

The convicts said they and three 

other men were rooming together 
in St. Louis in 1930, and that on 
the night of Feb. 5 the other three 
left the place saying they were 
“going to get some dough.” The 
three returned, excited, the con- 
victs related, and one of them 
said: “We had to kill a guy and 
we've got to beat it.” They named 
the three, one of whom, they said, 
was known to them as “Whitey” 
Barnes. 
The two witnesses to the muf- 
der then were taken to Police 
Headquarters here and identified 
a picture of Barnes as the lookout 
in the attempted robbery of the 
grocery. 

With information from the Bu- 
reau of Identification at Washing- 
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Barnes was under arrest at Fort 
Scott on a grand larceny charge 
under the name of Billman, police 
yesterday obtained the warrant, 
charging first degree murder, from 
the Circuit Attorney’s office. 

Police records show that Barnes 
was arrested in Tulsa, Ok., in 1929 
on a robbery charge and under the 
name of Billman was arrested in 
Flagstaff, Ariz., in 1930; on a charge 
of stealing an automobile. The 
other two also have police records. 
One is said to be serving an ‘eight- 
year term in an Oklahoma prison 
for theft of an automobile and the 
other in 1930 was sentenced to 15 
to 25 years in a Massachusetts 
prison.

record vote. 

This latest proposition “combines 
the LaFollett and the 
Cuéting bills, which had aimed at 
different angles of the relief prob- 
lem. 

Senators La Follette of Wisconsin 
and Cuttihg of New Mexico, Re- 
publican independents, who  sup- 
ported the Democratic presidential 
ticket, conferred at Warm Springs 
recently with the President-elect, 
and said they found him “sym- 
pathetic.” 

The new bill authorizes direct 
grants to the states, with a total 
fund of $500,000,000 to be available, 
and increases by a like sum the 
notes, bonds and similar opbliga- 
tions which the corporation is 
authorized to issue... 

It sets up a Federal emergency 
relief board of three members to be 
appointed by the President, the 
board to allocate the funds, cer- 
tifying to the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration, which shall act as a fiscal 
agent, what payments are to be 
made. 

The combined bill removes. the 
provision of the LaFollette-Costi- 
gan bill that the chief of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau shall be the execu- 
tive officer of the board and sub- 
stitutes authority for the board to 
select its own executive officer. 

The Composite Measure. 

After La Follette and Cutting re- 
turned from Warm Springs they 
gave Roosevelt’s views to Senator 
Costigan (Dem.), Colorado, and then 
La Follette called the committee 
together to formulate a combined 
bill. 5 

The composite measure retains 
much of the La Follette-Costigan 
bill, but discards the provision for 
floating a $500,000,000 bond issue. 
Provisions making available 40 per 
jcent of the total fund for appor- 
tionment among the states on the 
basis of population are kept in the 
bill, along with the stipulation the 
payments shall not exceed two- 
thirds of the states’ relief expendi- 
tures from public and private funds. 

The remaining 60 per cent, with 
the exception of the $15,000,000 for 
transient relief and $350,000 for ad- 
ministration, is set aside as a re- 
serve fund to be allotted on the ba- 
sis of need. Both the transient and 
the other relief moneys would be 
administered by the states under 
their own rules and regulaticiis.

HOW ABANDONMENT OF GOLD 
AFFECTS BUSINESS IN JAPAN 


Report Says Prices Have Risen, 
Without Corresponding Increase 
in Buying Power. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26:-— A 
dispatch to the Commerce Depart- 
ment reports that abandonment of 
the gold standard by Japan has 
failed of its expected accomplish- 
ments. 
Although retail prices have in- 
creased rapidly there since the 
country abandoned the standard, no 
corresponding increase has occur- 
red in purchasing power, it was 
stated. 
Japan left the gold standard in 
December, 1931. By November, 1932, 
the yen had fallen to less than one- 
half of its gold par value of about 
50 cents. Prices increased rapidly, 
not only because of the exchange 
situation, but because of the in- 
crease in production costs of most 
commodities. Manufactured goods, 
which are largely produced from 
imported raw materials, particu- 
larly increased in price as exchange 
declined. 
But though prices have continued 
to climb there has been no increase 
in purchasing power, practically all 
forms o income having declined. 
Wages have fallen to a lower level 
than prevailed in 1931, while. unem- 
ployment is said to be unrelieved.

It will also 
make it possible for the people to put presidential 
candidates in the field, regardless of the nominations 
made by the major parties. In 1924, when La Fol- 
lette ran on a third ticket, he was not even on the 
ballot in some of the states because he had no pres- 
idential electors in those states. Norman

Chosen president 
of the University of Illinois only three years ago, he 
had, so it seemed, entered upon what would be an 
extensive and eminently successful administration 
at Urbana. His transformation of the University 
of North Carolina from one of many Southern col- 
leges into an outstanding university had already 
taken its Place as one of the brightest spots in Amef- 
ican higher education.

The problem before the states is whether they 
prefer to continue under the present system or em- 
brace branch banking. Under the present system, 
the number of banks in the United States has dimin- 
ished from 31,000 in 1921 to 19,000 in 1932. That is, 
12,000 banks disappeared in those 11 years. Most 
of them failed because they were not strong enough 
to withstand the depression. Since the branch bank 
has the larger bank back of it, the depression has 
revealed in it a virtue which inspired the Glass bill. 

Missouri is one of the states which has this ques- 
tion to decide. She forbids branch banking. Like 
most of the states, she permits state banks to open 
with small capital. Senator Glass feels that the ex- 
perience of the country through the last three years 
has closed the debate as to whether state or branch 
banks are better. He has pointed out that no banks 
have closed during the depression in England, France 
and Canada, all of which have branch banks inte- 
grated in a strong banking system, such as the Glass 
bill contemplates. There have been 600 closings of 
banks and trust companies in Missouri from Jan. I, 


1921, to date, as follows: 
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The Glass bill will not, of course, solve the bank 
ing problem of the United States. All the states re- 
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small capital. The most that can be claimed for the 
Glass bill is that it will give the depositor a choice 
between two systems where the states permit it.

- Debtors and Creditors 


N THE course of the debate on silver and 

gold, Senator Reed of Pennsylvania de- 

neunced the proposal of Senators Wheel- 
er, Long and Connally as “stealing from one 
class to help another.” This is quite mis- 
leading. It conveys the impression that the 
argument about debasing the currency aris- 
es from a conflict between two classes in 
Ameriean society, and that one class can 
gain what the other loses. 

The theory is that the American people 
are divided into two classes, debtors and 
creditors, that the debtors need a cheaper 
dollar to pay their debts and that the cred- 
itors like an expensive dollar in order to 
profiteer on their investments. The discus- 
sion is frequently carried on in this form 
even by economists, but the truth is that 
such a dividing line between two classes 
cannot be drawn. It is an abstraction, use- 
ful for certain kinds of theoretical analysis, 
but as a picture of the actual position and 
interests of the American people, it is grose- 
ly untrue. 

In the theoretical discussions, the point is 
always made that anyone who has to meet 
a fixed obligation would gain by a cheaper 
dollar, and that anyone who receives a fixed 
obligation gains by a dearer dollar. That 
is-obviously true. 

But what are fixed obligations? Well, 
there are mortgages on land, which are a 
fixed obligation of the owner. There are 
savings bank deposits, which are a fixed 
obligation of the bank. There are insur- 
ance policies, which are a fixed obligation 
of the insurance company. There aré Gov- 
ernment bonds, which are a fixed obligation 
of the Government. There are railroad and 
utility and industrial bonds, which are fixed 
obligations of corporations. There are sal- 
aries and wages which, when they are in 
contractual form, or enacted into law, are 
fixed obligations of the employer, who may 
be a government agency or a private cor- 
poration. There are pensions, which arg 
fixed obligations of the former employer, 
be it the Government or a_ corporation. 
There are millions of promises to pay, 
charge accounts at stores, personal loans, all

I rec- 
ognized the name immediately, as 
almost every week in the Stars and 
Stripes there was an account of 
Martin knocking out some French- 
man or doughboy at these Paris: 
shows. He was considered by many 
of the critics and doughboys as the 
most dangerous man in the A. E. F. 


Thought Match a Joke. 


When we got under way and I 
saw how awkward and apparently 
inexperienced Martin was, I 
thought what an awful joke this 
match was going to be. I was hit- 
ting him at will and could easily 
avoid his counter attempts and 
leads. To me it was inconceivable 
that a fighter who knew so little 
and was apparently so poor could 
be considered by anyone as being a 
promising boy. It got so easy that 
in the beginning of the second 
round I started clowning and when 
he missed I laughed with the crowd 
at his ludicrous attempts. I had 
relaxed. He started an awkward 
left from which I pulled back with 
a smile on my face, not taking into 
account the terrific straight right 
that was following it until it hit me

against the ropes and as I re- 
bounded he had a Jong left swing 
started which I ducked. This was 
followed by another right hay- 
maker that I took on top of the 
head. This one felt as though a 
crossbeam over the ring had 
snapped and fallen on me. I real- 
ized there was nothing left to do 
but fight and fight hard. 

The time for smiling was gone. 
With every ounce of energy I had 
in my make-up I hurled myself at 
this big guy and hit him from all 
angles. He finally put his head de- 
tween his knees to keep out of 
harm’s way. This method of de- 
fense he employed for the next two 
rounds; whenever he peeked out I 
whaled him, I got the decision and 
with it the winner's prize—a dollar 
razor. 

When -he stepped on the scales 
that night Martin weighed 193 
pounds; I weighed 168. Bob, in con- 
gratulating me after I was pre- 
sented with the prise, said, “You 
hit me the hardest punches tonight 
that I have ever been hit.” I could 
have told him the same thing. As a 
matter of fact, no one punch ever 
hurt me as much, before or since, 
as the belt he hit me in the second 
round.

The next day I made two calls— 
one to meet Jimmy Bronson to re- 
quest that he include me on the 
proposed trip, he was organizing, 
of a boxing team to go to Italy.

I won with comparative ease the 
first five or six matches against in- 
experienced but ambitious soldier 
boys. I remember feeling sorry for 
these fellows, even when I was in 
the ring with them, for I realized 
that most of them were in the tour- 
nament for the same reason as my- 
self—to get out of duty. 


It was not until I got to Tours 
and met the winners of the other 
sectors of the S. O. 8. that I met 
any stiff competition.

Trump 
Winer your partner has opened 


the bidding with one no trump 
you know this much about his 


hand: 


to have

[two absolutely 
minimum combi- 
nations, he should 
have compensat- 
ing additional 
strength else- 
where in his hand. 

Second. His bid proclaims at 
least three primary tricks with, in 
addition, some protective interme- 
diate values in second form. 

Third. In addition to the above 
positive knowledge, you also possess 
the negative information that his 
hand was not good enough for a 
two no trump opening bid. 


Responsibility of Responding Hand 
Is Greater. 

Plainly, one trick from your hand 
will not complete your combined 
requirements for game in no 
trumps. It is possible that two 
tricks in the responding hand may 
be enough, if the opening bidder 
had nearly a two no trump hand; 
a3 against this, it may turn out that 
even one no trump cannot be made 
unless your holdings contribute 
three or four tricks in the actual 
play of the hand. There is thus a 
wide range as regards the contri- 
bution which your hand must sup- 
ply in order (a) to enable one no 
trump to be made; or (b) to give 
the declarer a reasonable chance of 
making three no trumps. ~ 

In other words, the factor of 
safety is far more urgent than 
when keeping the bidding open in 
response to a suit bid; it must be 
given at least as much considera- 
tion as the fear of failing to bid 
for a game that can actually be 
made. The methods by which these 
two points of view should govern 
the procedure of the responding 
hand are adjusted to the type of 
hand which he holds. Has he high 
cards or has he suit length to con- 
tribute? What yard-stick are we 
to use in connection with each kind 
of responding hand when it is 
weak, so that the decision is be- 
‘tween bidding or passing? What 
is the best method of bidding one’s 
values in one form or the other? 
What should be the procedure 
when the hand is strong in both 
respects, so that slam prospects are 
immediately apparent? 


In accordance with the basic 
principle obeyed in all other bid 
ding situations, we treat the two 
forms of strength quite separately. 
In fact, the distinction is much 
more important in responding to 
an opening no trump bid than when 
a suit has been bid, because when 
the responding hand cannot bid a 
suit, it is exceptional for the open- 
ing bidder to be able to do so on 
the second round, so that the hand 
is generally consigned irrevocably 
to no trumps; whereas in the de- 
velopments which follow an open- 
ing suit bid one can generally re- 
turn to safer suit declarations 
after detouring through no trumps. 


When Responder Cannot Bid a Suit 


In weak hands, safety generally 
lies in an eventual suit declaration. 
This refuge is a mere possibility 
when the opening bid was one no 
trump because unless the responder 
supplies it, it is unlikely to be 
available. Thus, when the re- 
sponder is unable to suggest a suit, 
he must pass unless able to make 
a substantial contribution to his 
partnership, enough to give sound 
justification for game expectations. 
His bid only fails to contribute 
any safety factor, but draws the 
parnership further away from the 
safety zone by increasing the con- 
tract in the same declaration,

Answer: The strictly conventional 
way to manage this difficult situa- 
tion is to have a church wedding, 
The invitations to the ceremony are 
sent out in the name of your 
mother alone. The wedding break- 
fast invitations are sent out by 
your mother and stepfather jointly. 
At the hour of the wedding, your 
father drives to your mother’s 
house and sits in the car until you 
leave the front door. He goes for- 
ward to meet you, drives to the 
church with you, goes down the 
aisle with you and gives you away. 
Then he goes into a pew two or 
three rows back of the one occu- 
pied by his ex-wife, and sits with 
members of his own family. 

Again conventionally, your father 
does not go to the wedding break- 
fast at the house of your mother 
and stepfather, nor does your step- 
father go to the church with your 
mother. But in many instances 
today, these conventions are modi- 
fied by the personal feelings of the 
divorced parents. Many who are 
divorced remain friends, and if this 
has been the case in your, family, 
your stepfather would probably go 
to the church, and your own father 
not only go into your mother’s 
house to get you, but he might 
quite possibly go to the wedding 
breakfast given “by your mother 
stepfather. These last in- 
stances are not the conventions of 


behavior, but neither are they con- 
sidered impreper for those broken 
families, which have been able to 
remain on friendly terms.
